sbould be prepared to coin thirty millions of 
dollars yearly. «The following description of 
the system which is about to be established 
there, will afford a good general idea of the or- 
dinary process of coining gold: 

The metal, after being received in the deposit 

room, is carefully weighed and a receipt given. 
Each deposit is then melted separately in the 
melting room, and moulded into bars. These 
bars next pass through the hands of the assayer, 
who, with a chisel, chips a smai! tragment from 
each one. Each chip is then rolled into a thin 
ribbon, and fled down until it weighs exactly 
ten grains. It is then melted in a little cup 
uade of calcined bone ashes, and all the bese 
metals, copper, tin, &c., are absorbed by the 
porous material of the cup, or carried off by 
exydation. The gold is then boiled in nitric 
acid, which dissolves the silver which it con 
tains, and leaves the goki pure. it Ys then 
weighed, and the amount which it has lost 
wives the exact proportion of impurity in the 
original bar, and a certificate of the amount of 
coin due the depositor is made out accord. 
i y- 
After being assayed, the bars are melted with 
a certain proportion of silver, and being pour- 
od inte a dilution of aftric acid and water, as 
sume & granulated form. In this state, the 
gold is bolled im witrie acid, and 
rendered pertectly free from silver or any other 
baser metals which may happen to cling to &. 
is is next melted with one-ninth its weight of 
copper, and thus alloyed, is rum into bars, and 
delivered to the coiner for coimage. The bars 
are roiled out im a rotling mill get pearly as 
thin as the cola which is to be made trom 
them. By a process of ansealing, they are ren 
dered sufficiently ductile te be drg@n throurh 
a longitadina! orifice in a plece of steel, thus 
reducing the whole to a regular width and 
thickness. 

A catting machine next punches small round 

pieces from the bar, abvut the sige @f tbe cota 
These pieces are weighed separately by the 
““ rs,”” and if too heavy are led down— 
if too light they are re-melted. The pieces 
whieh have been adjusted are rum through « 
milling machine, which compresses them to 
their proper diameter and raises the edge 
Two hundred and fifty are milled in s minute 
by the machine. They are then again softened 
by the process of annealing, and after « tho- 
rough cleaning are placed in a tabe convectivg 
with the stamping instrument, and are taken 
thence one at a time by the machinery, aod 
stamped between the dies. They are now fin- 
ished, and, being thrown inte a box, are deli- 
vered to the Treasurer for circulation. 
The machinery, of course, for ail these pro 
cesses must be of the nicest kind. ‘The weigh- 
ing scales alone, in the deposit room of the (« 
litornia Mint, cost $1,000.

The author of the « Wanderer in Switzer- 
land,” died recently at Sheffield, England, in 
his eighty-third year. His father was a Mora- 
Vian missionary, who, leaviog Lis son in York 
shire to be educated, at Fulvick, a Moravian 
seminary near Leeds, went with his wife to the 
West Indies, where they both died while, we: 
believe, their son, the d ished poet, was 
still a boy. His education was strict and good ; 
but when and bow he became a poet no one has 
wld us. He is said, when « mere lad, to have 
veatured to London with « volume of verse; 
acd to have sought ip vain tor cither a printer | 
or a publisher. in London, be | 
hastened back to Yorkshire, became an assis- | 
tant in a shop at Mirfleld, near Wakefield; and, 
in 1792, removed to Sheffield, where be found 
congenial employment under Mr. Jusepb Gales 
& bookseller in that town, and proprietor, and 
some say editor as well, of the Shefield Regisicr, 
4 Dewspaper somewhat, tor those days, demo- 
cratic in its opinions. So democratic was it, 
that Gales hed to fly from England to escape 
imprisonment, and the editorship of the paper 
was left (o Montgomery, who changed the name 
to that of the Sheficld Irv. But, in changing 
the name, Montgomery would appear to have 
made no change whatever in the principles of 
the paper. The /ris was ag radical aa the Regis | 
ter. This was soon known, and the insertion 
im it of @ song by a clergyman, eutitied « The 
Fall of the Bastille,’”’ led to a conviction, a fine 
of £20, avd an imprisonment of Montgomery for 
three months in York Castle. (Oo his release 
he wrote an account of « riot in Sheffield, in 
which two men were killed; an indictment fol- 
lowed, and he was fined in the sum of £50, and 
sent for six months to prison. He lived to see 
a great change in editorial responsibilities, and 
to receive, Dow many years ago, Cxpressions of 
regret from the magistrate at whose instigation 
he had Leen prosecuted 

In 1805, Montgomery published his poem of 
“The Occean;’* in 1806, the Wanderer in 
Switzerland ,”' tn 150%, « The Vest Indies,”’ of

Montgomery, while not a great poet, was a 
true one, and many of his poems have had a large 
clreulation, In person, says the London Mias- 
trated News, he was above the middle height, 
with looks always composed, aad now and then 
tinged with melancholy. In Sheffield, where 
be lived and died, he was beloved by old and 
young—rieh and poor. 

Anotber account says —Montgomery was of 
middie stature, slight, with yellow bair, rather 
melancholy expression of feature, and sccus- 
tomed to wear the lower part of his tace hidden 
im a tall and loose white neckcloth. His ap 
pearance was that of a clergyman of the old 
school. Mr. Tuckerman, who saw him last 
year, mentions him in bis « Month in England” 
as tollows: 

“Om @ bill, just without the business portion 
of Sheffield, dwolle the venerable James Mont- 
gomery, whose hymns are familiar to the lips of 
so many worshippers in America. His house is 
one of a row of neat stuccoed buildings, with « 
lawn before them, ornamented with trees; the 
bolly and other evergreens, looking fresn in the 
moist air on the day of visit; from this oaplanade 
the hills appear in the distance, and the city be- 
low.

Squire A———-- was @ plain, honest farmer, 
who had distinguished Limeelt as a phoneer and 
ranger, and was remarkabje as 4 man of an- 
doubted courage, bat singularly peacefal tem- 
per. In the year 1820, he received from Gov. 
Bond, of lilinois, a commission as justice of the 
peace, and thought he was not very clear what 
his duties, dignities, and responsibilities, pre- 
clsely were, like a patriot and a Roman, be de- 
termined to discharge them to a letter. At the 
period of bis appointment, he was at feud with 
one of bis neighbors about thet most fruitful of 
all subjects of quarrel, a division tence ; and as 
such differences always are, the dispute bad 
been waxing warmer for several months. He 
received his docket, blanks, and “ Form- 
Book,” on Saturday evening, and though he 
had as yet no suits to enter and Bo process to 
issue, was thuy provided with all the weapons 
of justice. On the following Monday merning, 
he repaired, as urval, to his fields, about halfs- 
mile from home, and though full of his new dig- 
nity, went quietly to work. 

He had not been there long, before his old 
and only enemy made his appearance, and open- 
e4 upon him a volley of abuse in relation to the

Whaterer might bave bece 
opinion, as to the legality of seach a proceeding, 
the ridicule attaching to it would effectually 
have prevented any remedy—most men willing 
to forgive a little irregularity, for the sake of 
substantial justice and “a good jose.” But

Inquiries itke the following bave often been 
made, and many heve desired to know how they 
could avail themselves of a valuable manure, 
and at the same time render the apartments 
alluded to entirely free from any oder. Intor- 
mation on the subject of economy and cleanli- 
ness combined, which could net be obtained in 
any other way, we bave no doubt will be ac- 
ceptable to many of our readers 

« Will you please inform me the best and 
most convenient mode of manutactuing night 
sei] into poudrette, so that it may be drawn on 
land and spread without any odor, or incon- 


venience — my inquiry refers only to home use, 
of this powertul manure. B.G. Oneida Co., 
x. ¥.” 


The contents of privies, commonly known 
under the name of night soll, furnish an ex. 
cerding!+ powerful manure when properly me- 
nutectured, and under right managoment, the 
process will destroy all the effluvia arising from 
those deposits, and render the closets entirely 
inoffensive 

Whee a reservoir or small stream of water is 
at command, so that a current may be made to 
sweep through several times @ day and carry off 
the contents into the manure yard, or into « 
covered bed of peat or a compost beap, this 
forms perhaps the most perfect mode of re 
moval. An ersential requisite, however, is tree- 
dom frum the ipfluence uf frost, and the closet 
should therefore be connected with the dwei- 
ling where the reservoir of water may be kept 
from freezing, and from which there shoald be 
an underground channel of considerable size 
and slope. We have known al! this to be per. 
tectly accomplished by means of a lead cistern 
in the upper story, which was kept supplied 
with rain water at all times from the broad roof 
of the house, and which was sufficient besides 
for bathe, washing, and ail other domestic pur- 
poses 

When a current of water cannot be used, the 
next best contrivance, ts to form a strong, tight 
bex, of matched pine plank, and give it two or 
three coats of coal tar, so as to render it du- 
rable, and proot against moisture and warping. 
It is to be placed on two runners like these of 
a sled, made of plank or scantling, to the for- 
ward end of which « chain and iron hook are 
atiached, so that \t may readily be drawn off by 
ahorse. This box must be of such a size as to 
fit a cavity made on purpose under the bullding. 
The next thing is to provide a supply of some 
efficient deodorizing substance. Dry sawdust 
or thoroughly dried peat does tolersbly well, 
with the occasional eddition of ashes and pow- 
dered charcoal. Charcoal dust alone, is much 
better, and if daily applied in small quantities 
iN nearty destroy al! smell; but it ts abeo- 
lutely essential to success that a full supply of 
thie material be kept near at hand in a large box 
or bogshead to « shed or out house, where it 
shal) be always dry and in condition to apply 
every day, summer and winter, Animal char- 
more efficient than common char 
coal, and may be made to form a portion of « 
material made as follows: —Make a pile of peat, 
turf, old straw and brosh, mized with tanper's 
avings and broken bones, let the pile become 
dry enongh to bura, and then cover it with sods 
and set it on fire. It should be suffered to burn 
with a slow, smothered » 80 a8 to 
char without consuming the materials. When 
the process compicted, the whole heap, io- 
cluding the turf covering, should be well mixed 
together and broken fine, and then pleced in a 
large box under shelter, tor daily uee. Any por
